INTRODUCTION

selling  them  at  greatly  advanced  prices.  We  have  now  added  several  acres^ 
of  shrubs  and  evergreens  to  our  nursery. 

Location — We  are  located  in  the  extreme  eastern  part  of  the  state', 
among  the  foothills  of  the  Adirondack  Mountains,  and  only  a few  miles  from 
either  Vermont  or  Massachusetts.  The  main  line  of  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad  runs  through  our  village.  Our  winters  are  very  severe,  thus  making 
our  stock  much  more  hardy  than  those  grown  in  warmer  localities.  Our 
soil  varies  from  a gravel  loam  to  muck,  making  it  possible  for  us  to  grow 
the  different  varieties  on  the  type  of  soil  best  adapted  to  their  particular 
needs,  thus  producing  large  plants  with  a great  abundance  of  fibrous  roots. 

Terms — Cash  should  accompany  the  order,  or  one-fourth  when  order 
is  sent  and  balance  before  the  order  is  shipped.  Money  may  be  sent  any  way 
that  is  most  convenient  to  the  sender.  6 will  be  given  at  12  rates,  50  at  100 
and  500  at  1000  rates.  If  plants  are  to  be  sent  by  Parcel  Post  add  15c  per 
100  for  strawberries,  40c  per  100  for  raspberries  and  a proportionate  amount 
for  shrubs. 

Guarantee — We  guarantee  our  stock  to  be  true  to  name,  yet  through 
mistake  should  any  be  sent  that  did  not  prove  so,  we  will  gladly  return  pur- 
chase price. 

Substitution — In  case  we  should  be  out  of  a variety  ordered,  we  will 
not  substitute  unless  so  requested. 

Free  of  Disease — We  send  a State  Certificate  of  Inspection  with 
each  order.

Our  raspberry  plants  were  officially  inspected  twice  during  the  grow- 
ing season,  and  are  certified  as  apparently  free  from  Mosaic  and  other 
diseases. 

We  take  the  utmost  care  to  have  every  plant  true  to  name  and  can 
guarantee  them  to  be  such. 

Cuthbert — The  best  known  red,  very  productive  of  the  highest  quality
